Bill 22 to stand, 
says Goldbloom

In a lecture sponsored by the 
Political Science Association 
last Friday, Dr. Victor Goldr 
bloom, Minister for Environ- 
mental and Municipal Affairs, 
defended thé Liberal Party's 
position on Bill 22. In a brief 
historical Introduction, Dr. 
Goldbloom' described the se- 
paration of English and French- 
speaking, groups as "an acci- 
dent of history", attributing 
this separation to their respec- 
tive dominance of different 
economic sectors. He charac- 
terized English domination of 
Industry as the result of the 
British background of commer- 
cial experience, contrasting 
. this to what he viewed as the 
rural agricultural background of 
French Canadians. 
: Shifting to the twentieth 
century, Goldbloom turned his 
^—..attention tqlh« evolution of the 
educational system over the 
last 20 years. He remarked how 
the elitist/non-elitist dichotomy 
among Quebec's educational 
institutions diminished during 
the Quiet Revolution. Gold- 
bloom hypothesized that this 
-led to a "new-found upward 
mobility" which brought Fran- 
cophones for the first time onto 
the boards of directors of 
various corporations. It was 
this new economic position

therefore which raised the 
entire language question anew. 

The Liberal cabinet minister 
then described Bill 22 as a 
"social-psychological - phe- 
nomenon". As such, he argued,' 
It would not be "realistic to 
expect Its repeal". Dr. Gold- 
bloom saw the question as one. 
of "collective rights vs. indivi- 
dual rights," or the preser- 
vation of French culture against 
the individual right to speak 
English. His "fundamental 
message" was that "if we can't

- McGill maintenance workers, 
members of Local 298 (FTQ) 
have voted overwhelmingly to 
give their Executive a mandate 
to strike, the decision coming 
at a meeting held yesterday to 
discuss the union's proposal 
on the McGill Pension Plan. 
The pension plan is the only 
issue which remains unsettled 
in the current negotiations. 

The union has put forward 
three basic demands on the 
question of the Pension Plan. 
The first is that the pension 
plan should be made voluntary. 
? At present the pension plan is 
i compulsory for all employees 
3 30 years of age and older. The 
o union is demanding that all 
s. employees currently in the 
° pension plan and future em- 
pWéës ~bS~glveTr-rriB-rlghr- to 
decide whether they want 
membership in the pension 
plan or not. Secondly, the 
union demands that for those 
who decide to withdraw from 
the pension- plan, money they 
have paid in, plus that which 
the Administration has contri- 
buted, should be contributed 
directly or ' transferred to 
another pension plan of the 



workers' own chooslnd,. Under 
the present pension plan both 
the workers and the Adminis- 
tration contribute a certain 
percentage of money to the 
pension fund. Thirdly, those 
workers who choose not to 
participate In the pension plan 
should be allowed to keep the 
percentage which was previ- 
ously deducted from their pay- 
cheque plus that amount which 
the Administration was contri- 
buting to the pension plan. 

All workers present except 
one voted to support these pro- 
posals. 

While the workers have given 
their executive a mandate to 
strike, no final date will be set 
until all attempts to reach a 
negotiated settlement have 
failed. The union negotiators 
•are~going to ask thai the Ad- 
ministration extend the dead- 
line for settlement of the 
pension plan. 

As it now stands, if no 
agreement is reached by De- 
cember 31, 1976, the current 
■ pension plan will simply remain 
' in effect. The union wants this 
deadline to be extended so that 
negotiations can continue. 
However, if the University 



refuses to extend this deadline, 
then there is almost certain to 
be a strike. Up to now negotia- 
tions on the pension plan have 
been delayed because both the 
Government and the Adminis- 
tration have refused to provide 
any answers to the workers 
concerning the pension plan. 
J. In other matters addressed at 
the meeting, an unsigned 
bulletin which was circulated 
among the workers was 
strongly criticized by a union 
rep. The bulletin claimed that in 
direct violation of a collective 
agreement, McGill workers 
were being underpaid compared 
to workers at the Université de 
Montréal. The union rep state 
that the bulletin contained 
several errors and that It did not 
properly match up the salaries 
with • Job 'descriptions. He 
explained tha^while workers at 
both universities may have trie 
same job titles, the work they 
do is of a different nature and 
thus they receive different 
salaries. However, he did say 
that workers were in certain 
cases being underpaid and that 
negotiations were now under 
way with the administration to 
rectify this situation. .

The following Joint State- 
ment was a result of the 
"One Day Symposium on 
Fee Hike for Foreign Stu- 
dents" held on August 21st, 
1976 at Hart House Debate 
Room, University of Toroi 
to. The undersigned Chinese 
Students' Associations fully 
support this Joint State- 
ment. 

The text of the Joint 
Statement:- , 

As a result of the tuition 
fee hike, there will be a 
numerical redistribution of 
foreign students In favour of 
those from well-to-do fami- 
lies, especially those from 
developed 'countries. , This 
aggravates the situation that 
foreign students are Increa- 
singly accepted more on the 




basis of their financial 
capacity, and much less on 
their academic and personal 
qualities. 

a. Academic excellence 
would be affected, 
especially among 
graduate departments 
where foreign students 
have a relatively higher 
percentage. 

'. Cultural Interchange is 
often regarded as an 
integral part of modern 
university education. Con- 
sequently, it would be 
regrettable if Canadian 
students are deprived of 
the chance to meet and 
interact with foreign stu- 
dents of different bac 
grounds. 

The present fee Increase 
will apply to .foreign stu- 
dents already in Canada who 
change their programs on or 
after January 1977. The 



higher tuition fee will ser- 
iously disrupt their study 
plans. 

This fee hike has been 
. accompanied by an unjusti- 
' fied campaign on foreign 
students who are pinpoin- 
tedly blamed for shortage of 
university places and burden 
on the taxpayer; this may 
promote tension between 
Canadian and foreign stu- 
dents. Foreign students 
have been used as scape- 
goats to divert the public 
attention on the economic 
and social problems. 

The fee hike will only save 
the Ontario Government $2 
million this year and $6 
million next year (Toronto 
Star, 5th May, 1976). It is 
almost insignificant when 
compared with the 1975-1976 
Ontario Government deficit 
of $1,889 million. The 
undesirable consequences 
that it has created far 



outweighed any possible 
benefits. 

We feel this 260 percent 
fee hike, together with 
admission quotas in univer- 
sity faculties, represent a 
growing trend to discourage 
foreign students from seek- 
ing higher education in this 
country. This Is regrettable 
because Canada is not only - 
skirting her moral responsi- 
bility toward helping other 
countries but in fact militat- 
ing against the international 
trend toward narrowing the 
educational gap between 
countries. 

We strongly oppose the 
decision made by the Onta- 
rio Minister of Colleges and 
Universities and attempts by 
any other provincial govern- 
ments to increase tuition 
fees for foreign students. 

We earnestly urge the 
Ontario Government to res- 
cind its decision.

Redmen for first; more balanced league

According to the collected 
wisdom of the Quebec Universi- 
ty Athletic Association's bas- 
ketball coaches, there is only 
one thing that basketball fans 
can rely upon during the 
upcoming season: "league 
balance". Five 'schools (hope- 
fully) will field hoop teams for 
the 1976-77 schedule: McGIII, 
Concordia; Bishop's, UQTR,' 
and Laval. However, with the 
current strike at Laval threat- 
ening that Institution's athletic 
program, not even this basic 
fact is a certainty. 

In general, this season 
represents a turning point for. 
college basketball- in the 
Province ..of Quebec. McGIII 
coach Butch Staples readily 
admits that this year's Redmen 
are the best players he has thus 
far handled at McGIII. The few 
spectators who actually do 
follow McGIII basketball on a 
regular basis have grown weary 
of such statements. It is time 
for the Redmen to produce a 
championship, or find some- 
one who can. 

Doug Dalgneault's coaching 
record at Loyola-Concord la 
speaks for itself, but the 
Stinger coach faces a number 
of question marks in the form 
of graduated starters. Concor- 
dia won It all last year. This 
year will be tougher.' 
Gaiter revival' 

At Bishop's, Garth^mlth is 
attempting to instill-some of 
the qualities of his late 
, sixties Gàiter hoop teams into 
the 1976 version of the team. 
The coach hopes that his 
players perform up to the stan- 
dards established by the beau- 
tiful new athletic complex on 
the Lennoxvllle campus, one of 
the better facilities in the 
league. 

The coach of Trois Rivieres, 
Paul Thlbaudeau, enters his 
second year. as head man of the 
Patriotes With the same old 
problem - no big man. 

This season, however, Thi- 
baudau has a. genuine star .to 
throw at the rest of the league. 
Never a pushover, the Patriotes 
are capable of surprising some 
people. 

At this juncture, the Rouge et 
Or of Laval University will 
surprise opposition teams 
merely by showing up for the 
games. 

And so, the question inevi- 
tably crops up: who Is going to 
win? What follows is a 
combined scouting report and 
prognostication based primari- 
ly upon interviews with the 
various coaches and spectator 
oracles around the league. 
Keep in mind that this same 
system was employed In the 
selection of the Yankees over 
the Reds in six games and the 
Rangers to win their first 
Stanley Cup since???? 

McGill 

If Redman coach Butch 
Staples Is looking happier 
these days, it is probably 
because his team Is definitely 



in-the running for the QUAA 
championship this season 
Two years ago, when Staples 
inherited his current position 
from Sam Wimisner, the 
Redman basketball program 
was in a shambles. Through 
patient rebuilding and recrui- 
ting however, Staples has 
turned McGill's basketball for- 

I tunes around to the point where 
the Redmen (along with Con- 

- cordia) must be considered as 
being primary contenders for 
QUAA supremacy. For testi- 
mony to the strength of the 
McGill squad, just ask any 

- memberof the Queen's, Ottawa, 
or Carleton University teams, 
all of whom the Redmen have 
soundly defeated in preseason 
play. 

Most championship calibre 
basketball teams revolve a- 
round a dominant center, and 
Staples has found a good one 
in the person of 6'9" Charlie 
Galbralth, an American import 
from King's College In Penn- 

• sylvan ia. Galbralth can do it all, 
and Is a potential team leader in 
three critical categories: scop 
Ing, rebounding, and shot 
blocking. 

McGill's other four starters 
figure to be Rollle Brisset and 
Gorjdle Brabant In the back- 

. court, and Joey Farroba and 
Bill Holt up front. Brisset, the 

• only starter who played on last, 
year's team, is an exceptional 
dribbler and a flashy passer. He 

' is also a questionable shooter 
and a liability on defense. 
Having Galbralth -béhlnd him-, 
clogglng up the middle should 
tend to steady Rollie's defen- 
sive game, however, and 
observers are looking for Mm to 
have his best season ever.. 

Brlsset's backcourtmate 
Brabant, a graduate of John 
Abbotj, Is a steady ballplayer 

. who took up basketball at the 
urging of Concordia coach 
Daigneault. Gordie does many 
little things well, and promises 

' to be an asset for McGill. Four- 
year vet Dave Kassie and Import ; 
Kevin O'Neill give depth to the 
guard position. 

The old and the new 
The frontcourt should be yet 
another source of delight for 
Staples, featuring, as it does, 
something old in Bill Holt and 
something new in Joey Farro- 
ba. At 6'3", Holt, due to his 
aggressive style of play, and 
long arms, plays as though he 
is6'5". Although he's only 6'1", 
Farroba rebounds extremely 
well. Add this to his shooting 
ability, steady ballhandling, 
solid defense, and court sense, 
and you can see why Farroba 
was named Boston State's 
most valuable player In his 
senior year at that school. Look 
for him to fill in at guard as 
well— it is his natural position. 

Rounding out the frontcourt 
are Jim Gallogly, Gerry Ostroff , 
Art McMillan, Jim Vanderaa, 
and Jeff Sahimerdan. Gallogly 
and Ostroff, both starters last 
year, figure to see quite a bit of 
playing time. Either one is 
capable when he's on his game, 



Ibut each is hampered by 
problems of his own creation. 
Gallogh7"has a poor reputation 
with the league's referees, and 
Inasmuch does not benefit 
from good officiating. Ostroff 
is somewhat of an enigma; a 
player with good physical 
equipment who is plagued by 
Inconsistency. Should Holt 
falter at all, or should Farroba 
move to the backcourt on a 
starting basis, either Gallogly 
or Ostroff will start in the 
emptied slot. Regardless, Sta- 
ples needs strong seasons 
from these two if Redmen 



nontheless concedes the fact 
that this is basically a 
"rebuilding" year for his Sting- 
ers. : 

Two former All-Canadians, 
forward Ron Puskarlch (6*4") 
and guard John Erglis, return 
for yet another season of QUAA 
play and give Daigneault a solid 
foundation for his -rebuilding 
efforts. In Puskarlch and Erglis, 
Daigneault possesses a 
smooth-playing, high-scoring 
forward, and a playmaking 
guard of some repute. Other 
Stinger returnees Include c 
ter Doug Meriin (who 




Akin, whom he describes as

an, Akin has put In some time

"There's got to be some other 
way of removing a corrupt exec- 
utive", commented the student. 

Discussion of the Majority 
Report's treatment of the McGill 
Daily arose, with a number of 
Daily staff members focusing 
on the Majority Report's' failure 
to embody a guarantee of 
editorial autonomy. Editor Larry 
Black asked that such a 



guarantee include an assurance 
to the paper of financial 
security, remarking that the 
Daily's role of criticizing the 
Students' Society Executive 
may Invite the retaliation of a 
Students' Council which has the 
authority to cut off funds. 

Speaking for tf\e Majority, 
Roger Balk said ho felt "that It 
should be impossible for the 
Daily budget to be manhandled 
by Council," and that the 
by-laws governing the Dally 
should guarantee the financial 
security of the Daily "within any 
given year." But he disagreed 
with* Black's feeling .that the 
paper should have thé right to 
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negotiate Its budget jointly with 
the Students' Council. 

Black countered Balk's reluc- 
tance, explaining "Last year the 
Dally played a big part in 
exposing the corruption in the 
Students'- Society Executive. If 
you want that kind of free press, 
you can't give the people whom 
the paper must criticize fiscal 
power over it." . 

The CRSS will continue to 
hold public meetings this week 
to seek - input from students 
regarding the Majority and 
Minority Reports. The CRSS 
has scheduled a vote on the pro- 
posed constitutions for Novem- 
ber 24 and 25.

Maclean, ano- 
ther Abbott grad, is more of a 
swlngman at 6'2", but he 
nontheless possesses the sco- 
ring touch (15 points a game 
thus far). Arnold Dolphin, 
Charlie Doyle, and Heinz 
Valenta, provide the depth at 
forward. 

The real runner on the-Bish 
squad Is undoubtedly guard 
Ron Thomas. Nicknamed "Ma- 
gic", Thomas, 5*11 is a gra- 
duate of Johnson State, and 
this fall worked out with the 
NBA's New York Nets. Accor- 
ding to Smith, Thomas "will 
average twenty points and 
twelve to fifteen assists a 
game" and "will leave his mark 
on the QUAA". Teamed with 
Thomas In the backcourt will.be 
either David Francis (5'10", a 
Dawson grad) or holdover Marty 
Edwards. 

As a means of comparing 
Bishop's to McGill, one can 
look at the two teams' records 
against a common opponent, 
Queen's University. The Red- 
men and the Gaiters both 
destroyed Queen's on their 
home courts. At Kingston, Bish 
dropped a highly-disputed four 
point decision to the ■ Gaels 
after both Shier and Maclean 
had fouled out. 

Smith also rates McGill as 
the team to beat, but concedes 
othing to the Redmen. "You'll 
e surprised," he warns. Make 
no mistake about it, Bishop's 
will be no laughing matter, and 
coach Smith will probably be 
asked to share the Rolalds 
more than once or twice before 
the season is concluded. 

Consider Bishop's a spoiler, 
and give the Gaiters the nod for 
third place. 



UQTR 



The Patriotes of Trois Rivi- 
ères come into this season with 
hopes of rekindling respect for 
the basketball programs of 
Quebec's francophone schools; 
With the type of players that are 
available to coach Paul Thlbau- 
deau, such a goal is entirely 
attainable, and woe be to the 
team that takes the Patriotes as 
a breather on its schedule. 

In recent years, Trois Rivi- 
ères has been led by the 
ballplaylng Vallerand brothers; 
center Andre and guard Robert. 
At 6'4", Andre may well be too 
small for the pivot position, but 
he nonetheless provides the 
Patriotes with consistent play 
from the center slot. His 
brother Robert Is merely an 
all-star, one of the more 
accomplished guards in the 
QUAA. Unfortunately for Thi- 
baudeau 'and his team, Robert 
will probably miss the first half 
of the season with a severe 
case of mononucleosis. 

With Vallerand out of the 
starting lineup, the guard 
positions will most likely be 
manned by the 5'11" Bertie 



Desrocher and the 6'0" Robert 
Durocher. Both are returnees 
from last year's squad. In the 
Patriotes 87-74- exhibition vic- 
tory over Dawson College, 
Durocher contributed 24 points 
on a variety of medium range 
jump shots and hard-driving 
layups. 

Ryan Express 
In the frontcourt, Thlbaudeau 
has acquired the services of a 
real ace in Peter Ryan. Ryan 
has played for a number of 
teams during his career,- among 
these being .Florida A and M 
and Quebec's 1971 gold medal- 
winning representative at the 
Canada Games. Ryan dropped 
In thirty-seven points against 
Dawson, and was described by 
observers of .that game as 
"unstoppable". Bob Comeau, 
the director of the Quebec 
Basketball Federation, feels 
that Ryan is capable of playing, 
for Canada's national team; . 

Supporting Ryan up front will 
be newcomer Winston Brad- 
shaw (thirteen points versus 
Dawson) and returnee Serge 
Lefrancois. Other names to 
look for in the Patriotes lineup 
will include Phlllipe Degnard, 
Denis Dionne, Germain Poitras, 
and Roch Larouche, first year 
players who will provide Thl- 
baudeau with improved depth 
on the bench. 

With or without Vallerand in 
the lineup, Trois Rivières will 
be a . better ballclub, being 
stronger up front and more 
mature in the' backcourt than 
previous versions of the Patri- 
otes. Nonetheless, the .team 
rates in the second echelon of 
the QUAA, capable of upsetting 
either McGill or Concordia, and 
certainly a challenger to Bi- 
shop's for the league's third 
place spot. 

On a hunch, figure on UQTR 
for fourth place, but watch out 
for the Patriotes and a healthy 
Robert Vallerand at playoff 
time. 
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Laval 

This school's reputation of 
always being around for the 
playoffs may well fall by the 
wayside this season due to a. 
general strike which has 
jeopardized its athletic pro- 
gram. It has been agreed upon 
by the various QUAA members 
that should the Rouge et Or be 
able to field a team, it would 
have to play at least two games 
against each of its league 
opponents. In order to qualify 
for playoff consideration. The 
fourth of January is the 
absolute deadline for Laval— its 
team will either play or sit by 
that date. 

It's difficult to get an 
accurate line on Laval's team 
with the ongoing strike, but 
fans can be sure that coach 
Bob Descheneaux has the 
Rouge et Or practicing some- 
where (the lobby of the Chateau 
Frontenac perhaps?????).
